Even in a 
small back yard, with the aid of a few 
hens, much of the kitchen garbage caTi^ 
be manufactured into food instead 6'f 
being wasted at a time when there 
must be no waste of anything that can 
be made edible.' 
Keeping chickens 


even on a small scale can be made a 
pleasant, worthwhile recreation, par- 
ticularly" Interesting to a child old 
enough to assume responsibility.

Should I Keep Hens In My Back Yard? 


Keeping small flocks of hens in a 


village or city back yard has proved 
successful. It is :ui important branch 
of the poultry industry. Though the 
value of liie product from each flock is 
small in itself, the aggregate is large. 
The product of such a flock both In the 
form of eggs, and fowls for the table, 
may be made at a relatively low cost 
because of. the possibility of utilizing 
table scraps and kitchen waste which 
would otherwise be thrown 'away. A 
small flock of hens, even as few as six 
or eight, should produce eggs enough, 
where used economically, for a family 
of four or five'-p'ersous'throughout the 
entire year, except during the molting 
period and fall and early winter. By 
preserving surplus eggs produced dur- 
ing spring and early summer this pe- 
riod of scarcity can be 'provided for. 
Keeping pullets instead of hens also 
will Insure production of eggs at this 
time. Not only will the eggs from the 
home flock materially reduce the cost 
"of living, but their superior freshness 
and quality are in themselves well 
worth the effort expanded. The need 
for an extension of poultry raising is 
particularly great in those sections 
where the consumption of poultry prod-' 
ucts exceeds the production, with the 
result that prices ;ire high. 


An Odorless, Crowless Flock. 


Objection frequently is raised to the 


keeping of poultry In towns and cities 
beciiuso of the odor which may result 
and also because of the noise made by 
roosters crowing, p:irticui;irly early in 
the. morning. In some cities regula- 
tions have been formulated to prevent 
or control poultry keeping. 
Where 


there are such regulations It will lie 
necessary for the beginner to find out 
their, provisions nn<< to conform 
to 


them. The poultry tlock need not be- 
come B nuisance t<> 'he neighbors. If 
the dropping bourns arc cleaned dally 
and If the houses nnd yards are kept 
In a reasonably clean condition there 
will be no nnnoylng odors. 


The mnle bird need not be a nuis- 


ance. Unless It is intended to hatch 


chickens from the flock, It is unneces- 
sary to^keep a male bird. The fact j 
that there "is no male in the flock will | 
have absolutely 'no effect upon the i 
number of eggs laid by the hens. | 
Those who. wish to produce eggs for 
hatching should get rid of the roosters 
when the hatching season ends. This 
is desirable not only to eliminate the 
noise of-the rooster, but also to save 
the feed that would be eaten by the | 
male, and-for the further reason that 
the ^ eggs produced after the male is 
disposed of will be infertile. • Since 
these eggs are incapable of chick de- 
velopment, they can be kept much bet- 
ter than fertile eggs and consequently 
are superior for keeping, putting up in 
water glass, or marketing. 


^The flock, 'of course, must be kept 


confined ; otherwise^the hens will stray 
into neighbors' yards and garden?, 
where they may cause damage, and 


I almost certainly ill-feeling. The next 


I article will deal with the kind of chick- 


j ens to keep, the size of the flock, and 


i how to procure stock. 


Regulating Hens' Exercise.

hen gets about Half of the daily ration

what can be expected of a back yard 
flock. Each hen In her pullet year 
should produce ten dozen eggs. The 
average size of the gack yard flock 
! should be at least ten hens. 
Thus 


each flock would produce in a year 100 
'dozen of eggs which, at the conserva- 
tive value of ^5 cents a dozen, would 
he worth $25. But rhe 100 dozen Is 
more Important than the $25.

A great many Sunday schools will 


prdbably omit the review lesson and 
devote the day to some special Easter 
exercises. This practice we cannot 
wholly condemn, but we wonld nrge 
every school to devote some time to a 
consideration of the lesson text. 


Review Sunday is dreaded by many 


superintendents, but it is a test of 
knowledge and skill in teaching, as 
well as the character of work done dur- 
ing the past three months. 


Some codemn Bible-school teaching 


by comparing it disparagingly 
with 


thai of the day school without taking 
into consideration the difference be- 
tween paid and volunteer teachers, the 
limited time devoted to study, disci- 
pline and other features. It is mani- 
festly -unfair to judge the Sunday 
school by the same pedagogical .stand- 
ards as are applied to our public 
schools. The" Sunday school deals with 
spiritual- realities and not alone with 
moral issues, it is a wonderful tes- 
timony to the blessing of God that with 
such meager equipment, training and 
time at our disposal, the results of the, 
Sunday school are so wonderfully effec- 
tive in the Christian development of 
our country. With religious education 
legislated out of our public-school sys- 
tem, almost entirely neglected in our 
homes, and not one family in five or 
six ^connected 
with the 
Christian 


church, this suggests a condition savor- 
ing of cultured paganism. This -ought 
not to discourage the Sunday-school 
,worker, but rather challenge him to 
greater concentration and more val- 
iant endeavor. 


If a review is desired, summarize tiie 


lessons by allowing twelve classes or 
twelve persons to each bring in a brief 
digest. 


Lesson 1 gives ns the testimony of 


John the Baptist concerning the one 
"mightier" than himself, "whose shoes 
he was not worthy to unloose." Les- 
son 2 shows the impeccability of Je- 
sus, in that he was "tempted" in all 
points like as we.are, yet without sin." 
Lesson 3 reveals him as the holy one 
of God, with power over nnclean spir- 
its arid other sicknesses.
